Acting  on  Summers’  allegations, 
EEXK  issued  a  subpoena  seeliing  do¬ 
ubled  inf  crmatiott  on  the  college’s  hir¬ 
ing  practices  for  both  facnlty  and  a<b 
minislrative  personnel.  The  docum^ 
sought  informa  tion  on  the  characteris¬ 
tics  of  each  member  of  the  faculty  and 
administration,  including  race,  sex, 
religion,  job  classification,  depart¬ 
ment,  date  of  hire,  education,  and  pay.

. ruling  said  such  an  investigation, 
would  result  in  excessive  entangle¬ 
ment  by  the  federal  government  in  the 
affairs  of  a  sectarian  institution, 
thereby  violating  the  Establishment 
clause  of  the  First  Amendment.  The 
proposed  investii^tion  also  would  vio¬ 
late  the  collie’s  free  exercise  re- 
ii^im,  the  court  ruled,  by  inhibiting 
faculty  selection  based  on  religion. 

On  appeal  by  the  EEOC,  the  Fifth 
.  'Circuit  Court  it  Appe^  vacated  the 
district  court’s  order,  instructing  the 
lower  panel  to  determine  what  por¬ 
tions  of  the  EEOC  sut^xiena  should  be 
enforced.  The  first  cinhit's  decision 
was  based  on  its  view  that  because 
Jederal  law  specifically  provides  for 
sectarian  sctnols  to  discriminate  on 
the  basis  of  religion,  the  threat  of  vio- 
ikting  The  Establishment  Clause  was 
Igrpotheticai  rather  than  real.  In  addi¬

The  appeals  court  directed  among 
other  things  that  Judge  Cox’s  court 
I  clarify  two  legal  points:

The  appeals  court  said  the  EEOC 
has  no  authority  to  checitoo  whether  a 
church  school’s  “religious discrimina¬ 
tion  was  a  pretext  for  someother  form 
(rf  discrimination'’  because  that  might 
clash  with  religious  freedom. 

The  Supreme  Court  ruling  appears 
to  place  the  ball  back  in  Judge  Cox’s 
court.

Much  work  remains  to  be  done  in 
areas  that  are  safe  and  where  there’s 
almost  unprecedented  openness  to  the 
gospel.

heighbor  interrupted  to  ask  to  use  the 
Byrds’  phone  to  call  police. 

'  The  neighbor  grates  an  intema- 
nonal  radio  station  on  his  property, 
and  that  night  10  masked  guerrillas 
seized  the  station,  put  their  prop¬ 
aganda  on  the  air,  and  forced  the^taff 

to  evacuate  after  warning  them  all  en- 
tranoss  had  been  wired  to  explosives 
that  would  be  set  off  by  anyone  trying 
to  re-enter. 

Byrd,  a  veteran  of  14  years  in 
Guatemala,  seemed  relatively  unper¬ 
turbed  by  the  incident.  A  special 
police  squad  later  determined  the 
“bombs’’  were  just  empty  boxes,  he 
reported. 

R^ecting  the  next  morning  on  the 
incident,  Byrd  commented,  “I’ve 
been  praying  the  Lord  would  help  me 
■to  get  better  acquainted  with  my 
neighbors.” 

In  some  countries  like  El  Salvador, 
missionaries  have  to  measure  the  risk 
they  take  in  staying  against  the  need 
for  them  to  remain.  A  Baptist  leader 
in  another  middle  American  country 
puts  it  this  way:  the  insecurity  of 
people  whose  nations  are  torn  by 
fitting  makes  the  security  offered  by 
faith  in  C3irist  all  the  more  desirable. 

Few  missionaries  would  want  to  be 
Inartyrs,  or  by  staying,  to  endanger 
their  national  Baptist  church  mem¬ 
bers  who  might  try  to  p^tect  them. 

'  But  by  taldng  certain  precautions. 


evangelist  missionaries  to  help  them 
take  advantage  of  Hie  goodwill  and 
openness  created  by  the  volunteer 
teams. 

“We  can  use  all  the  general 
evangelist  missionaries  we  can  get,” 
says  Tom  Canady,  chairman  of  the 
Honduras  Baptist  mission  (the  or¬ 
ganization  of  Southern  Baptist  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  this  country). 

In  Guatemala,  convention  president 
Isidro  Hernandez  puts  priority  on  the 
need  far  “pioneer  type”  missionaries 
.  who  can  work  alongside  Guatemalan 
Baptists  to  <^n  new  areas. 

Such  a  team  approach  provides  an 
effective  way  of  training  the 
Guatemalan  Baptists.  If  for  any 
reason  the  missionary  has  to  leave,  a  , 
trained  worker  remains  who  can 
carry  on  the  evangelistic  outreach, 
Hernandez  says. 

What  can  Southern  Baptists  do  to 
support  missionaries  in  such  troubled 
areas  of  the  world?  One  Middle 
American  mission  observer  put  it  this 
way: 

1.  Pray  for  their  physical  safety. 

2.  Pray  for  their  emotional  stabili¬ 
ty.  “It’s  awfully  easy  to  begin  think¬ 
ing  with  anything  but  your  bead  in 
circumstances  like  that.  Pray  that 
they  don’t  ‘run  scared’  but  that  they 
will  be  able  to  deal  with  things  as  they 
arise.” 

3.  Pray  for  their  spiritual  maturity

realized  the  chdrch's  need  to  save 
money  and  recruited  a  construction 
crew. 

Nine  members  of  the  crew  belong  to 
Tylertown  Baptist  Church  and  the 
other  two  belong  to  Centerville  Bap¬ 
tist  Church.

Tljen  Knapp,  covered  with  a  blanket 
and  armed  with  the  ^ray,  drove  off 
the  swarm  whii*  had  Occupied  his  car 
for  three  hours. 

One  of  the  women  was  stung  so  se¬ 
verely  on  her  head  and  neck  that  she 
had  to  be  taken  to  the  nearest  district 
hospital.  There  the  party  learned  that 
n^y  others  had  reported  to  the  hos- 
-pital  with  stings.  In  the  same  village, 
a  cow,  tied  and  unable  to  escape  the 
bees’  attack,  died  of  stings.

N.  Y.  group  beached 
awaiting  savior’s  arrival 


NEW  YORK  (EP)-About  60  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  little-known  religious  sect 
called  Yahweh  Yohoahua  went  home 
disappointed  after  waiting  several 
hours  on  Coney  Island  Bea^  for  the 
Messiah,  said  police,  who  had  feared 
they  planned  a  mass  suicide  by  walk¬ 
ing  into  the  ocean. 

Police  said  the  congregation,  clad  in 
white  headdresses  and  robes,  sat  on 
the  beach  under  sunny  skies  in  80- 
degree  weather  for  several  hours  May 
25  waiting  for  the  Savior. 

-TL^f^^ught  the  Messiah  was 
going  to  come  today  and  part  the  wat¬ 
ers  at  3  o’clock.”  said  police  officer 
Richard  Swanson.  The  leader  of  the 
griMp,  who  calls  himself  Apostle  Shah  ‘ 
Ben  Yah,  began  to  walk  into  the  wa¬ 
ter,  esccrtcd  by  a  female,  sometime 


during  the  afternoon,  according  to 
police.  He  beckoned  other  church 
members  to  follow,  but  they  refused. 
At  9  p.m.  Hiey  dispersed. 

Swanson  said  the  congregation  was 
outrumbered  by  a  crowd  of  about  260 
people,  mostly  family  and  friends, 
who  tried  to  periuade  church  mem¬ 
bers  not  to  commit  suicide. 

Police  showed  up  because  of  a  tele¬ 
phone  call  receiv^  about  two  weeks 
ago  telling  them  the  congregation,  be¬ 
lieved  to  number  about  500,  planned  to 
wait  for  the  Messiah  and  that  they 
“would  be  prepared  to  leave  this 
Earth  witii  him  and  go  to  heaven,” 
according  to  Capt.  William  Baer. 
Asked  about  the  nature  of  the  church, 
Baer  said,  “I  don't  know  what  it  is,  to 
be  truHifui.”

BUENOS  AIRES,  Argentina  (BP) 

—  More  than  6,000  Argentine  Baptists 
descended  on  Buenos  Aires  recently 
for  a  two-day  festival  of  cCntenni^ 
meetings  and  p^ades  that  took  the 
city  of  nine  million  by  surprise. 

Traveling  from  every  part  of 
Ar^tina,  Baptist  dd^Qons,  total- 
ing  almost  SO  nercem  of  national 

in  a 

two-hour  parade  throi^h  downtown 
Buenos  Aires  and  crowded  into  Obras 
Stadium  for  two  nights  of  preaching 
and  celebration. 

Like  neighboring  Brazilian  Bap¬ 
tists,  the  Argentines  are  celebrating 
100  years  of  national  Baptist  weak.  In 
1881  Swiss  Baptist  Pablo  Besson 
began  work  among  European  immig¬ 
rants,  and  later  organized  a  Spanish- 
speaking  con^egation  in  Buenos 

The  Argentine  Baptist  Convention, 
organized  in  1906,  today  claims  314  < 
churches  with  more  than  22,000  mem¬ 
bers.  Seventy  Southern  Baptist  mis-  I 
sionaries  are  assigned  to  Argentina.  < 

According  to  missionary  Benjamin  i 
Bedford,  national  and  city  govern¬ 
ment  officials  and  Baptist  representa-  I 
tives  from  Brazil,  Paraguay,  and  i 
Uruguay  were  among  about  5,000  who  i 
attended  tl(e  first  Hint’s  service. 


The  next  afternoon,  a  “Baptist  con¬ 
voy”  of  129  buses  and  hundreds  of 
cars  paraded  through  central  Buenos 
Aires  for  two  hours,  escorted  by 
police.  The  evening  service  drew 
6,500,  overflowing  the  small  stadium. 
Bedford  estimated  1,000  people  were 
turned  away.  Backed  by  a  300-voice 
choir,  Baptist  leaders  preached  and 
celebnMMl  Argentine  BapIMiMWif. 

Both  stadium  services  naie 
cast  nationwide  by  Radio  Argentina. 

“I  think  we  made  a  real  impact  on 
thiacity,”  said  Bedford.  “TTie  people 
were  impressed,  and  so  were  the  gov¬ 
ernment  officiais.  But  the  most  valu¬ 
able  {wrt  of  this  was  the  encourage¬ 
ment  for  believers.  They  came  from 
alt  over  Argentina,  where  they’re  iso¬ 
lated  from  each  other,  to  be  together.:

Give  and  take  —  and  give

In  the  pnwaic  account  of  the  divine 
act  of  highest  creation  two  ii^redieDts 
were  used  by  the  Master  in  framing 
and  animating  the  living  form  of  man 
—  the  dust  of  the  ground  and  the 
breath  of  God  (Genesis  2:7).  The 
exhaled  breath  of  heaven  became  the 
inhaled  breath  of  humanity.  At  that 
point  dirt  took  life. 

IV  living  cycle  only  began  in  that 
action.  God  made  man  biologicatly 
incapable  of  “breathing  in”  without 
an  accompanying  “breathing  out.”  As 
the  dust  must  be  returned 
(Ecclesiastes  3:20)  so  too  the  breath 
must  be  released.  That  which  is  given 
is  that  which  is  given  back.  This  re¬ 
veals  the  fundamental  rule  of  recep¬ 
tion  and  return:  That  which  is  ac¬ 
cepted  from  God  is  that  which  is  ex¬ 
pected  by  God. 

A  basic  law  of  dynamic  energy 
teaches  that  every  action  must  be  ae- 
-  companied  by  a  compatible  and  con¬ 
sistent  reaction.  Such  natural  law 
finds  a  spiritual  parallel  within  this 
passage.  That  which  flows  to  man 
from  God  must  also  flow  through  man 
to  God.  Reception  demands  response. 
Upon  that  premise  one  can  ask  of  the 
text;  “What  is  expected  by  (Jod  in  re¬ 
turn  for  what  is  acc^ted  from  God?” 
Four  answers  are  given: 

I.  Reveal  his  Isrdi^  throngh  love! 

(vss.4-$) 

In  taking  verses  4  and  5  together 
two  truths  about  the  divine-human  re¬ 
lationship  are  addressed:  (1)  the  in¬ 
dividuality  of  the  Lord  who  is  loved, 
and  (2)  the  extent  of  one’s  love  for  the 
Urd.  We  take  these  separately. 

1.  The  hHlividiiality  of  lordship  (vs. 
4):  There  is  no  pass^e  closer  to  the 
heart  of  Hebrew  tfaemogy  than  that 
found  in  verse  4.  The  “Shema”  (Heb¬ 
rew  for  the  wwd  “hear”)  as  this  verse 
is  historically  entitled,  provides  one  of 
God’s  theological  contributions 
through  the  Jews  to  a  world  which  too 
often  follows  multiple  or  mistaken 
deities.  TTie  Hebrew  commitment  to 
“radical  monotheism”  (one  God) 
explains  why  Jesus’  personal  idmtifi- 
cation  with  God  (John  10:30)  insti¬ 
gated  adverse  respotae  (John  10:31) 
from  people  who  lived  exclusively  by 
this  truth.  Man’s  response  to  God’s 
individual  and  indivistole  lordship  is 
not  only  demanded  by  the  Decalogue 
(Deuteronomy  S.7)  but  accentuated 
by  Jasus  (Mark  UM;  Mattl»w«:M).

t.  The  extent  of  love  ( vs.  S ) :  What  is 
the  expected  response  of  man  to  di¬ 
vine  lordship?  Verse  S  provides  God's 
answer:  “LOVE”.  This  desired  love  is 
unique  in  extent  for  two  reasons:  (1) 
its  degree  —  “all;”  and  (2)  its  de¬ 
mands  —  “your  heart,  soul, 
strength.”  With  the  addition  of  a 
fourth  distinctive  element  by  Jesus, 
“mind”  (Mark  12:30),  one  can  con¬ 
clude  that  man  is  divinely  designed  to 
love  God  (1)  emotionally,  “heart;” 
(2)  spiritually,  “soul;”' (3)  intellectu¬ 
ally,  “mind;”  an<l  (4)  physically, 
“strength.”  Jesus  also  adds  that  to 
love  G^  as  Lord  is  to  love  those  that 
the  Lord  loves  (Mark  12:31).  Related 
considerations;  Deuteronomy  11:13- 
15;  1  John  4: 19-21;  John  21:15-17. 

11.  Recall  his  decrees  through  discip- 
.line  (vss.  4-9)^ 

^‘Upon  your  hearts”  (vs.  6)  refers  to 
the  intellectual  potential  of  man 
(Proverbs  23:7;  Psalms  119:11)  and  « 
teaches  that  (^’s  decrees  are  meant 
to  be  written  upon  the  human  life  and 
not  upon  tablets  oLstone  (Jeremiah 
31:33).  Three  personal  disciplines  are 
demanded  for  acconiplishing  this 
task:  (1)  Teaching  this  truth  to  your 
children  at  home,  in  travel,  before 
bed,  and  upon  rising  (vs.  7) ;  I^verbs 
22:6  promises  that  such  boning  re¬ 
ceive  in  childhood  will  be  returned  in 
maturity;  (2)  Placing  this  truHi  upon 
the  pulse  of  your  life  and  in  the  center 
of  your  vision  and  thoughts  (vs.  6); 
and  (31  Attaching  this  truth  to  the 
doorway  of  your  Iwuse  so  that  it  may 
speak  to  all  who  enter  and  exit  (vs.  9) . 
Tile  combined  discipline  of  verses  8 
and  9  was  intended  to  function  as  a 
means  to  an  end.  However.  Jewish 
performance  in  following  verse  8  (the 
making  of  phylacteries)  and  verse  9 
(the  nixing  of  mezuzahs)  became  an 
end  in  itself.  The  practice  became 
more  important  to  the  participant 
than  the  purpose  behind  it  and  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  I^alism  which  Jesus  de¬ 
nounced  (Matthew  23:5ff).  In  like 
fashion  Christians  too  often  allow  the 
discipline  of  personal  devotion, 
church  attendance,  Bible  study,  etc., 
to  become  the  end  to  personal  service 
rather  than  the  means  for  being 
molded.

Hebrews  3:1— 4:12 

The  rest  Christ  gives  to  believers 
far  exceeds  that  given  to  Israel  in  the 
Old  Testament  The  rest  in  this  pas¬ 
sage  refers  to  feilowsfaip  and  proper 
rdatioaships  in  the  will  and  presence 
of  the  Lord  God  for  his  people.  Rest 
does  not  mean  inactivity.  The  aip)  of 
this  lesaon  is  to  describe  the  supoW- 
ity  of  (hrist's  rest  over  the  Old  Tes¬ 
tament  promise  of  rest. 

L  Orist’s  aaperiortty  asaSoB  (2:1-6). 

Moses  was  a  faithful  servant  in 
Gtod’s  house.  This  role  indicates  the 
intimate  relation  between  God  and 
Mooes.  Jesus  was  a  faithful  Son  over 
his  boose.  Even  though  both  Christ 
and  Moses  were  faithful,  the  position 
of  a  son  is  worthy  of  more  glory  than 
that  of  a  servant,  for  it  carries  with  it 
a  greater  responsibility. 

The  word  “house”  in  this  passage  is 
equivalent  to  the  whole  people  of  (tod 
whether  under  the  old  or  new  coven¬ 
ant.  (Christ  if  the  Builder  whereas 
Moaes,  even  though  occupying  a  posi¬ 
tion  of  great  importance,  was  only  a 
member  or  port  of  the  house. 

II.  The  greater  danger  sf  aabelief 
(1:7-14). 

Since  Jesus  is  superior  to  Moses,  the 
responsibility  of  disobeying  Christ  is 
greater  than  the  responsibility  of  dis¬ 
obeying  Moses  in  the  wilderness.  The 
unbdief  in  Moses  was  forerunner  of 
the  destruction  of  the  people  of  Israel 
Many  of  the  followers  of  Jesus  were 
not  fallowing  His  example  and  be¬ 
cause  of  apathy  and  unbelief  were  in 
danger  of  loaing  true  spiritual  bles¬ 
sings. 

The  quotation  in  3:7-11  is  from 
Psalm  M  and  is  used  to  introduce  the 
words  of  the  Holy  ^irit  This  usage 
implies  the  divine  authorship  of  the 
Psalm.  To  the  writer  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
still  speaking  in  these  words. 

In  verse  eight  “provocation”  and 
“temptation”  are  tranalations  of  the 
profier  names  Mieribah  and  Massah. 
The  two  names  are  of  places  where 
the  people  of  Israel  hardened  their 
hearts  In  unbelief.  The  first  U  at  the 
beginning  of  the  wandering  (Ex. 
17:M)  and  the  second  is  at  the  end 
(Nu.  14:1-13).  The  author  of  Hebrews 
•aw  a  slmilari^  between  the  attitude 
«f  those  Jews  who  for  forty  years  wit- 
atSMd  the  woiks  of  (tod  in  the  wildcr- 
nsM  and  (he  attitude  of  those  Jews 
^tsho  for  almost  the  same  period  had 


seen  the  works  of  (tod  in  Christ  and 
the  early  church. 

In  verse  12  the  writer  points  out  that 
“an  evil  heart  of  unbelief”  leads  to 
“departing  from  the  living  (tod.”  This 
is  the  first  mention  of  the  main  thrust 
of  the  entire  epistle.  “Departing  from 
the  living  (tod”  was  the  condition  of  a 
person  with  a  Judaistic  background 
who  professed  faith  in  Jesus  as  the 
Messiah  after  fully  imderstanding  the 
gospel.  However,  he  was  not 
genuinely  converted  because  his 
commitment  to  Jesus  was  not 
genuine.  Therefote,  he  was  tempted 
to  turn^from  his  professed  faith  in 
Jesus  and  to  return  to  Judaism. 

Ill.  The  danger  of  missing  Christ's 
rest  (4:1-5). 

The  danger  of  missing  Christ's  rest 
is  an  individual  matter.  The  author's 
call  to  attentive  concern  carries  with 
it  a  suggestion  that  each  person 
should  examine  himself  lest  he  still 
not  be  in  the  way  which  leads  to  rest. 

The  rest  mentioned  in  3:11  was  as¬ 
sociated  with  the  possession  of  the 
promised  land.  The  promise  of  enter¬ 
ing  the  “rest”  of  Grt  remains  open. 
To  enter  the  presence  of  God  and 
claim  His  promise  is  the  goal  of  the 
people  of  today.  This  rest  of  Christ  is 
obtained  through  faith  in  Jesus.  It  is 
not  reached  automatically.  There  is 
the  possibility  of  missing  the  rest  of 
Clirtet  because  of  unbelief. 

TTie  good  news  of  salvation  ( or  rest) 
was  preached  to  the  readers  of  Heb¬ 
rews  as  well  as  to  ttaeir  fathers  in  the 
wildemeAs.  The  message  that  the  Is¬ 
raelites  heard  did  not  meet  with  that 
responsive  faith  in  the  hearers  which 
could  make  the  good  news  effectual. 
The  good  news  salvation  must  be 
applied  in  faith  if  it  is  to  profit  the 
hearer. 

fV.  The  superiority  of  Christ's  rest 
(4:4-11) 

The  writer's  quotation  of  Psalm 
95:7  (V.  3)  demonstrates  God’s  con¬ 
tinuing  offer  of  a  rest  greater  than 
that  Joshua  led  Israel  to  experience  in 
the  Promised  Land.  The  conqueror  of 
(tonaan,  Joshua,  gave  the  children  of 
Iw-ael  a  certain  rest;  but  this  did  not 
fidfiil  the  promise  of  (tod. 

The  “Sabbath  rest”  of  verse  9  is 
significant.  The  phrase  is  found  only 
here  in  biblical  Greek  and  the  possi¬ 
bility  exists  that  it  may  have  been 
coined  by  the  author.  It  does  echo 
(ton.  2.2  and  is  used  in  a  spiritual 


sense.  Moses  and  the  law  failed  to 
give  the  people  rest,  ’^he  old  covenant 
had  come  to'  an  end  and  a  new  coven¬ 
ant  had  been  made.  A  new  people  of 
(tod  throu^  this  new  covenant  had 
taken  the  ^ace  of  the  old.  They  were 
the  believers  who  were  entmng  into 
(tod's  sabbath  rest. 

V.  Ute  superiority  of  the  Wert  (4:U- 
12).  i 

The  word  “for”  in  verse  12  intro¬ 
duces  the  explanation  of  why  the 
reader  must  be  diligent  in  faith  to 
enter  the  rest.  The  Word  of  (tod  is  hot 
a  personal  wwd,  but  the  Word  atoh 
God  speaks.  It  is  the  teadhinl'oc  mes¬ 
sage  of  the 

brings  a  warning  of  the  possibilf^  of  ' 
the  exclusion  of  the  unbeliever  from 
His  rest,  and  a  promise  that  the  be¬ 
liever  is  sure  to  enter.  This  Word  is 
alive  and  powerful  for  it  is  the  Word  of 
the  living  (tod  who  makes  effective  its 
warnings  on  the  disobedient  and  its 
promises  on  the  believer. 

This  Word  of  (tod  penetrates  into 
the  deepest  and  most  hidden  part  irf  a 
man’s  life.  It  does  not  look  upon  out¬ 
ward  appearances  but  is  skilled  in 
judging  the  thoughts  and  intentions  of 
the  heart.

Almost  as  long  as  man  has  existed 
and  as  long  as  rebellious  man  in  sin 
has  existed  our  world  has  been  filled 
with  problems. 

.  Even  the  first  man  and  woman. 
Adam  and  Eve,  experienced  such  dif¬ 
ficulties  in  living  with  themselves  that 
they  could  no  longer  live  in  harmony 
and  frilowshfip  with  God.  Hiey  were 
cast  out  of  the  Garden. 

-Jadas,  who  bad  walked  and  talked 
JMua>andi«r«»ci:^  <W of  Jesus’

the  temptation  of  »tan.  This  letf  Mth  ‘ 
to  betray  Jesus,  then  to  hate  himself 
and  finally  to  take  his  own  life. 

Pilate  was'«  political  ruler  who 
hated  the  people  he  ruled.  However, 
he  bowed  to  a  bloodthirsty  mob  of 
these  people  and  sent  Jesus  to  Cal¬ 
vary.  Tradittmi  says  he  never  forgot 
this  tragic  hour.  A  few  years  after¬ 
ward,  in  exile,  wearied  with  misfor¬ 
tunes  be  killed  himself. 

Today  we  are  the  in-oduct  of  a  soci¬ 
ety  that  seems  to  allow  us  a  thin  self 
tolerance  line,  so  much  so  '‘‘at  our 
greatest  difficult  may  well  be  that  of 
trying  to  live  with  oursrives  and  our 
own  personal  problems.  ~ 

The  psalmist  certainly  had  bis 
4hare  of  problems  which  invaded  his 
life  on  more  than  one  occasion.  He 
remembered  well  one  such  period  of 
time  which  is  recorded  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  verses  of  Psalm  40.  He  remem¬ 
bered  his  problem,  his  plea,  and  his 
provider. 

In  the  midst  of  his  dire  cir¬ 
cumstances  David,  reacted  more  to 
God  and  what  God  had  available  to 
meet  those  circumstances  than  he  did 
to  the  circumstances  themselves.  His 
only  reaction  to  the  cifcumstances 
whs  to  turn  them  over  to  God  and  wait  , 
patiently.  He  said,  "I  waited  patiently 
for  the  Lord...”  (40:1).  The  tempta¬ 
tion  here  It  to  let  tbe  circumstances 
attrsct  our  attention  and  take  our 
energy  until  we  are  preoccupied  with 
the  magnitude  of  our  problems  more 
than  the  mapiificence  of  our  pro¬ 
vider. 

At  Christians  we  do  not  have  to 
spend  all  of  our  time  trying,  If  we  have 
learned  the  lesson  of  trusting.  Our 
own  human  trys  may  fall.  We  can 
trust  God  because  be  is  greater  than 


we  are  and  he  is  greater  than  all  of  our 
needs. 

I.  God  never  requires  teat  ear  reac¬ 
tion  be  greater  than  hit  action 

(44:14) 

Wouldn't  it  have  been  disappointing 
if  tbe  psalmist  had  said,  “I  waited  pa¬ 
tiently  for  the  Lord  and  he  com¬ 
plimented  me  for  my  patience?”  Sup¬ 
pose  the  psalmist  had.said,  “I  waitrt 
patiently  for  the  Lort  and  he  quoted  a 
poem  on  endurance?”  How  discourag¬ 
ing  it.would  have  been  if  thejMalmlst 
had  said,  “I  waited  patiently  for  the 
JMrt'su^  he  said  he  really 
..1:Mp,mq:«ij|0bis  problem,  but  if  I  bad 
another  one  sometime  please  feel  free 
to  can  on  him.”  These  are  human,  not 
Godly  responses. 

What  a  contrast  there  is  between 
the  human  kind  of  answers  and  the 
answers  God  gave.  Tbe  psalmist  has 
(H^sented  us  with  a  grand  array  of 
God’s  answers. 

1.  He  heard  my  cry  (40:1).  God 
turned  aside  to  David  and  answered 
his  cry  for  help. 

2.  He  br^ht  me  up  (40:2).  God  de¬ 
livered  him  from  destruction  and 
misery. 

3.  He  set  my  feet  upon  a  rock  (40:2). 
God  set  his  fret  upon  solid  ground. 

4.  He  put  a  new  song  in  my  mouth 
(40:3).  It  was  a  song  of  praise  unto 
God. 

David  expected  that  others  would 
have  their  faith  In  God  strengthened 
as  a  result  of  his  experience.  He  would 
praise  tbe  Lord  for  a  great  and  mighty 
work  dona  In  his  life. 

In  David's  Afaiae  to  God  an  inno- 
reality  was  mdre  important  than  an 
outw^  ritual  «f  sacrifice  and  offer¬ 
ing.  He  would  itot  allow  these  to  be¬ 
came  a  substitute  for  Ms  personal  re- 
lattocohtp  to  God. 

IL  Outward  aefloB  mast  be  motivated 

bjr  a  right  bmer  action. 

Some  want  to  let  sacrifice  and  offtri- 
ing  take  tbe  place  of  an  imer 
concentrates  on  God’s  will,  Iaw7 
righlaousneit,  faithfulness,  sslvation, 
lovingkindness,  and  truth.  Here  we 
are  taught  titat  what  wc  express  an 
the  outside  can  never  be  a  substitute 
for  what  we  are  on  the  inside.  A  right 
inner  attitude  and  relationship  with 
God  will  result  in  conscientious  giving 
that  reaches  a  meaningful  level  of 
sacrifice.

David  wanted  to  place  two  things  a^: 
the  v^  center  of  his  life  and  let  evn 
erything  else  revolve  around  these.'' 
He  wanted  to  do  the  will  of  God.  It  was 
his  “delight.”  Serving  the  Lord  was 
not  a  burden  but  a  blessing.  He  also 
possessed  a  de^  desire  for  God’s  law. 
Hans  within  his  hearL

blessings  of  God  and  the  joy  of  ser¬ 
vice. 

Even  in  tbe  middle  of  David’s  re¬ 
joicing  in  the  Lord  be  once  again  felt 
his  drep  nert.  As  David  proclaimed 
the  righteou^ss,  faithfulness,  salva¬ 
tion,  lovingkindness  and  truth  cf  tbe 
Lord  he  Was  overwhelmed  with  his 
own  unworlhiness.  Evils  too  numer' 
ous  to  count  surrounded  him.  There 
was  tbe  de^  and  bitter  consciousness 
of  his  own  iniquities.  His  was  a  crush¬ 
ing  load  maffolfied  by  his  weakness 
and  frailty.  His  only  hope  was  in  tbe 
Lord.

After  ail  was  said  and  done  the  best 
the  psalmist  could  expect  from  hlm-^ 
self  was  to  be  poor  and  needy.  In  the 
midst  of  his  need  he  knew  uie  assur¬ 
ance  of  being  in  God's  thoughts  and 
care. 

Foe  (is  the  question  is  not  are  we 
poor  and  needy.  Rattier  the  question  is 
do  we  recognize  our  needs  as  we  stand 
before  God.  We  may  or  may  not  be 
plagued  with  the  measure  of  difficul¬ 
ties  David  faced.  Some  of  tis  may  even 
find  it  hard  to  identify  with  David  be¬ 
cause  things  are  going  so  well  at  tbe 
present  time.  However,  before  the 
magnificent  presence  of  God  all  of  us 
are  poor  and  needy.  Our  strength  and 
joy  will  come  in  letting  God  meet 
thm  needs.
